Applicants' argued that, "this Fig. 2 A does not teach or otherwise suggest the receiving of any type of selection criteria with the selected text ... the 
selected text that a received" (Page 5, lines 9-11). 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, 
it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., "receiving of any type of selection criteria with the 
selected text") are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 
26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Graham et al. of 6,457,026 (hereinafter Graham) teaches a method and apparatus for augmenting electronic 
document display with features to enhance the experience of reading an electronic document on a display. This data 
processing system for reading electronic document and sharing text via Internet with remote computer users (col. 1, 
lines 10-15 and lines 35-50). The user may select any highlighted key phrase with the mouse (see figs. 2s, col. 3, 
lines 48-67 and col. 4, lines 1-28). While Clark et al. of Pub. No.: US 2004/0199529 Al (hereinafter Clark) teaches 
automatically sorting and organizing stored electronic message document (abstract, sections 0003, 0007-0009, 0062 
and 0083-0085; also see figs. IB and 6). 
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
